The Railroad Commissioner herewith submits his biennial 
report for the years ending June 30, 1897, and June 30 
1898, being the eighth biennial report of this department 
The several railroads of the state have filed their reports 
and the same have been tabulated by this department in 
such a way as was thought would best subserve the inter- 
ests of the public. To one, however, who is a seeker after 
facts, the reports and tabulations will afford meager satis* 
faction, as many items are omitted and others are made by 
estimate. Estimates are made in two ways, i. e., arbitrary 
or on a mileage basis, and neither is satisfactory to one 
who seeks the truth. 

MILEAGE. 

There has been a healthy increase in railway mileage 
in the State during the last two years, as will be seen from 
the following:

Total killed or injured during the biennial period, 1,002. 

A comparison of these items with the same items for the 
year ending June 30, 1896, shows an increase of deaths of 
55, and an increase in the number of injured of 90. The 
increase in deaths is in the column known as " Others " and 
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is an increase of 57, as there is a decrease in the death 
column of the two classes " Employes " and " Passengers " 
of 2. ' 

The injury columns, however, do not show as well, the 
increase of '98 over '96 being as follows:

Ninety of the deaths and injuries reported, occurred at 
railway crossings. There is a movement in some of the 
states to change the present method of grade crossings by 
either elevating the tracks or depressing the road way. 
There is no doubt but what this would be a great conven- 
ience, not only to the public but also to the railway lines. 

COMPIL.ATION OF LAWS. 

Nearly every day requests come to this office for a pamph- 
let compilation of the railroad laws of the state. No such 
pamphlet has been printed since 1889. The insurance laws, 
the election laws, the laws of assessment and collection of 
taxes, are all gotten out in a proper form and distributed 
gratis to the public. None of these are of more importance 
to the people in general than the railroad laws, and some 
provision should be made for their publication in pamphlet 
form. 

CAR FERRIES. 

I wish to call attention to what I believe is an important 
matter to the people of the state. There has grown up 
within the last two years a system of freight carriage known 
as car ferries. These car ferries are operated from Mil- 
waukee, Manitowoc, Kewaunee and Peshtigo to points in 
Michigan and Illinois, and so far as I am able to ascertain 
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each system is owned and controlled by a corporation for- 
"eign to Wisconsin, and they contribute nothing whatever 
in the way of a license or tax to this state. I am informed 
that these car ferries handle during the year more than 
one million tons of freight. Taking the minimum distance 
traveled this means the transportation of 40,000,000 tons of 
freighi} for one mile. The constitution of the state places 
the boundary line of Wisconsin in the center of Lake Mich- 
igan. If this freight was not handled by boats it would 
necessarily have to go over the iron roads either north by 
the "Soo" or south into the state of Illinois. I believe 
there is a question here of importance to the people. 

REPORT OP RAILROADS. 

The northern part of this state has many railroads 
known as logging roads. The most of these roads were in 
the first place built with the intention of using them wholly 
as private roads for the hauling in of logs for manufactur- 
ing purposes. Gradually they drift away from the inten- 
tion of the original builder and become common carriers. 
Under the present law it is almost impossible to detect 
them. Several have come to the surface during the last 
two years, their discovery being entirely accidental. I 
believe it would be to the best interests of the people if a 
law was enacted compelling every railroad, public or priv- 
ate, to make a report to the Railroad Commissioner. He 
will then be able to determine whether or not they come 
under the head of common carriers. And in order that 
this department might have a fair start I would suggest 
that a law be enacted requiring the assessor in each assess- 
ing district in the state of Wisconsin to report, on blanks 
to be furnished him by the Secretary of State, the name 
and location of each railroad, whether public or private, in 
his district. This would enable the Railroad Commissioner 
to keep a check upon the roads and see that none escape. 
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I would also suggest that a record be transcribed from 
the records in the Secretary of State's office, embracing 
the organization of all railroads in the state, with all 
amendments to the same, and that the same be made a 
part of the Railroad Commissioner's office; and that from 
and after a date to be fixed the railroads in this state in- 
corporating or amending their articles be required to file 
with the railroad commissioner a duplicate set of such in- 
corporating articles or amendments. 

MAPS. 

One great item of expense in this department is the rail- 
road maps. The number of maps has been increased to 
25,000, of which 22,000 are mounted. The cost of the 
present map has increased very materially over the one 
issued four years ago, in as much as it has been increased 
in size one-fifth and much more work has been put upon 
its face in the way of an endeavor to show correctly sec- 
tional and county lines and the location of streams, rivers 
and lakes, so that now the cost of the edition will approx- 
imate $10,000. It seems to me that it would be better that 
these maps be printed under the direction of the Railroad 

Commissioner and sold to the public at actual cost. The 
8,000 maps given to the Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion are distributed among the school districts of the state. 
This has been an occurrence of every two years. The life 
of a map is longer than two years, and the material change 
in the railroad lines some years has not been sufficient to 
warrant the issuance of a new map in place of the old one. 
The department should have some discretion in this matter 
and it might result in a saving to the tax payers. 

LICENSES. 

The present law does not seem to equitably distribute 
the burden of licenses upon the railroad corporations of the 
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state, and your attention is called to the following as 
showing how the law operates :

5th class, 59/100 of 1 per cent, of its gross earnings, 
1-8/10/100 of 1 per cent, of its cost. 

The Winona Bridge Company is taxed under a separate 
class and pays 2 per cent, of its gross earnings.

Taking these roads as a whole an increase in the earnings of . . . . 11,049 

would have made an increase in the license of 11, 224 

A license law that permits such results cannot be justified. 



SLEEPING-CAR LICENSE. 

It is unnecessary for this department at this time to say 
anything regarding the matter of sleeping-car license. It 
is well known that the sleeping-car companies contribute 
but little toward paying the expenses of the state; and as 
the Executive of the state and the members of the legisla- 
ture alike seem of one opinion, that is, to increase the 
license of these companies, it is not necessary to say more. 

INSPECTION OF ROADS. 

During the two years past all of the railroad lines of the 
state have been inspected by the Commissioner or his 
Deputy. The people of the state are to be congratulated 
upon the good condition of the various railroad systems. 
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Each company is making progress as rapidly as possible 
in the way of replacing wooden bridges with iron and 
steel structures, and by taking up the old iron rails and 
replacing them with heavy steel ones. The large lines 
have also made material changes in road beds, and a sys- 
tem of double tracks have been inaugurated which without 
doubt will gradually be extended. 

INTER-L.OCKING PLANTS. 

During the four years ending June 30, 1898, 19 inter- 
locking plants have been installed by the various roads, 
and passed upon by this department. These plants are a 
safeguard to the public and it would be well to inaugurate 
a system to extend the building of them wherever it is pos- 
sible. 

COMPLAINTS. 

During the last two years 36 complaints have been re- 
ceived and were disposed of as follows :

Pending , 10 

In all cases settled, the companies yielded to the de- 
mands of the complainant. The most frequent cause of 
complaint from the public is the lack of accommodations 
and connections at junctional points. It seems as though 
there was a study on the part of some of the railway sys- 
tems in the state to avoid making connections rather than 
to make them. While it would be impossible for the roads 
to make connections at all junctional points they could do 
much better than they are doing. 
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CONCLUSION. 

The official relations between this department and the 
general officers of the railroad lines of the state have been 
of the most pleasant nature and I believe conducive of good 
results to the people. lam firmly of the opinion, however, 
that Wisconsin should take a place in the ranks of those 
states of the Union who have railroad matters looked after 
by a commission vested with much more power than is 
given this department. Electric roads are fast becoming 
a popular method of transportation and the. state should 
take immediate steps to place these lines under supervision 
of this department, in so f&.r at least as to compel reports 
to be made, as statistics gathered will be of value to the 
people in the future. I close by making the following 
recommendations : 

Have the maps published by this department sold at cost. 

Supply school districts once in four years in the discre- 
tion of this department. 

Provide for a compilation of the railroad laws of the 
state. 

Make all railroads, public or private, report to this de- 
partment. 

Make the assessor in each assessing district report to 
this department the names of all railroads located in his 
district. 

Have the records in the office of the Secretary of State, 
pertaining to railroads, transcribed for the use of this de- 
partment, and provide for the filing of duplicate copies in 
this department of all papers pertaining to railroad incor- 
porations. ' 

Investigate the car ferry system. 

Make a uniform license rate for all railroads. 

Compel all street car lines to make a report to this de- 
partment. 
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Extend the general powers of this department or create 
a commission with more power than is now possessed by 
the department.
